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HISTORICAL  HIGHLIGHTS 

THE  FIRST  TWENTY-FIVE  YEARS 
1885-1910 

1885  The  Executive  Committee  was  organized  by  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Swartz,  missionary 
to  India,  on  April  24,  in  Concord.  Six  societies  having  160  members  were 
represented : 

St.  Paul's,  Wilmington  St.  Enoch's,  Enochville 

St.  Mark's,  Charlotte  St.  Luke's,  Bear  Popular 

St.  James,  Concord  Lutheran  Chapel,  China  Grove

1886  The  first  annual  convention  of  the  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North  Carolina  met  in  St.  James 
Lutheran  Church,  Concord,  N.  C,  April  29  and  30,  1886.  Mrs.  J.  S.  Fisher, 
President,  said,  "With  joy  and  thanksgiving  we  are  met  together  to  review 
the  labors  of  the  past  year — the  first  of  our  existence  as  a  Synodical  Society." 
There  were  24  delegates  present,  representing  12  societies.  There  were  8  new 
societies: 

Holy  Trinity,  Mt.  Pleasant  Trinity,  Concord 

Union,  Salisbury  Center  Grove,  Kannapolis 

Grace,  Salisbury  Prosperity,  Concord 

Bethel,  Franklin  St.  John's,  Cabarrus 

Enrollment  —  14  societies,  325  members.  Contributions  for  the  year  were 
$274.18.  A  constitution  was  adopted.  First  Box  Work  —  a  box  valued  at 
$60.00  was  sent  to  Guntur,  India,  by  St.  Paul's,  Wilmington.  The  first  Home 
Mission  contribution  —  $10.00  was  sent  to  the  church  in  Richmond,  Va.  It 
was  voted  to  divide  undesignated  funds  —  half  for  home  missions  and  half 
for  foreign  missions.  Children's  societies  existed  at  this  time  —  but  no  ac- 
tual reports  of  them  are  found. 

1888  The  third  convention  voted  to  join  South  West  Virginia  in  observing  the  last 
week  in  October  as  a  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self  Denial.  Life  Members  were  re- 
ported for  the  first  time — 4.  A  young  woman's  group  was  organized  at  Mount 
Amoena  Seminary  in  Mt.  Pleasant. 

1889  Contributions  over  $500.00. 

1890  First  Home  Mission  pledge— $500.00  to  Knoxville,  Tenn. 
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1891  Southern  Conference  was  organized  July  2,  at  Center  Grove,  Mrs.  C.  A.  Marks, 
President. 

1892  The  policy  was  adopted  to  give  $700.00  to  Mission  Board  of  United  Synod  in 
the  South,  to  be  divided  equally  between  home  and  foreign  missions. 

18?3  A  Constitution  for  Children's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  was 
adopted.  It  was  voted  to  ask  ministers'  wives  of  the  synod  to  give  the  mar- 
riage fee  received  on  the  date  nearest  Christmas  to  the  Winston-Salem  Mission. 
Two  complied  with  $1.00  each. 

1895  The  Tenth  Anniversary !  All  reports  indicated  progress  —  the  number  of  mem- 
bers had  more  than  doubled  since  thef  first  convention,  the  offerings  had  in- 
creased 22  times  as  much.  9  Children's  Societies  reported  265  members.  It 
was  voted  at  this  convention  to  have  Thank  Offering  envelopes  printed. 

1896  Again  $700.00  was  pledged  to  the  Mission  Board,  the  balance  to  be  used  for 
Home  Missions  in  North  Carolina. 

1897  Miss  Ella  Belle  Shirey  was  elected  the  first  Secretary  of  Children's  Societies. 
The  first  public  Children's  service  at  the  convention  was  held: 

Reading  Cora  Pearl  Jeffcoat 

Recitation  Mamie  Henkel 

Recitation  Annie  Kizer 

Recitation  John  Busby 

1898  First  $100.00  was  sent  by  the  Children's  Societies  to  support  a  native  Japanese 
worker. 

1901  Burlington  was  voted  the  "Women's  Mission  of  the  N.  C.  Synod."  The  women 
of  the  United  Synod  in  the  South,  launched  the  "Forward  Movement"  in  an 
effort  to  raise  $20,000.00 — $1.00  a  member  among  the  southern  synodicals  for 
Japan  and  Home  Missions.  In  the  4  years  that  followed,  N.  C.  contributed 
$2600.96  toward  this  effort. 

1902  Girls'  Guild  of  St.  Mark's,  Charlotte,  assumed  support  of  a  teacher  in  Japan. 

1903  Mission  Study  was  stressed  by  Mrs.  J.  A.  Linn. 

1905  The  Twentieth  Anniversary!  The  first  history  of  the  Synodical  was  written 
by  Mrs.  M.  C.  Bowman. 

1906  The  Women's  Missionary  Conference  of  the  United  Synod  in  the  South  was 
organized  in  Dallas,  N.  C,  for  the  purpose  of  getting  more  united  action  in 
mission  work.  The  conference  was  not  a  legislative  body. 

1907  Girls'  Guild  changed  to  "Young  Peoples'  Societies."  Three  Mission  Study 
Classes  were  held. 

1908  High  Point  Mission  was  designated  as  "Women's  Memorial."  Six  Young 
People's  Societies  reported  125  members,  offerings  of  $224.00.  Thank  Offer- 
ing boxes  were  used  for  the  first  time  this  year.  A  Kindergarten  was  built  in 
Japan.  Children  assumed  support  of  Dr.  A.  J.  Stirewalt  in  Japan. 

1909  The  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  was  changed  to  the  week  following  the 
the  first  Sunday  in  Lent. 

1910  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary!  "Silver  Jubilee"  history  was  written  by  Miss  Con- 
stance Cline.  Miss  Marie  Yeager  was  elected  first  Young  People's  Secretary. 
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Women's  Memorial  Church  in  High  Point  was  dedicated  this  year,  the  first 
church  built  alone  by  the  Woman's  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.

THE  SECOND  TWENTY-FIVE  YEARS 
1911-1935 


1911  Northern  Conference  was  organized  in  November  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs. 
G.  H.  Cox. 

1912  Conference  Presidents  were  made  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Mis- 
sion Study  was  planned  for  convention  program.  Mrs.  E.  C.  Cronk  was  se- 
lected as  first  teacher. 

1913  First  Mission  Study,  Life  Membership,  and  Thank  Offering  Secretaries  were 
elected  and  made  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Women  and  Young 
People  pledged  support  of  Martha  Akard  and  Mary  Lou  Bowers  in  Japan.  They 
contributed  $2675.00  the  next  4  years. 

1914  First  "In  Memoriam"  page  appeared  in  the  Minutes  with  9  names  listed. 

1916  Name  changed  to  "Women's  Missionary  Society." 

1917  Misses  Maude  and  Annie  Powlas  were  accepted  as  missionaries  to  Japan. 
Miss  Maude  sailed  August  15,  1918;  Miss  Annie  followed  in  1919.  Young 
People  formed  a  separate  organization  —  Young  People's  Federation.  Miss 
Constance  Cline  was  appointed  Field  Secretary. 

1918  In  November  of  this  year,  the  General  Synod,  the  General  Council  and  the 
United  Synod  in  the  South  merged  to  form  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in 
America.  At  the  same  time  in  New  York  City  the  Women's  Missionary  Socie- 
ties of  these  church  bodies  also  merged  to  form  the  Women's  Missionary  So- 
ciety of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  in  America.  North  Carolina  delegates 
attending  this  merger  convention  were  Mrs.  John  M.  Cook,  Miss  Constance 
Cline,  Mrs.  G.  W.  McClanahan  and  Mrs.  Y.  von  A.  Riser. 

1919  A  recommendation  was  passed  at  this  convention  to  "pledge  cooperation  in 
the  general  work  of  the  W.  M.  S.  of  the  U.  L.  C.  A.  and  that  all  funds  for 
the  general  work  of  the  Society  be  sent  to  its  Treasurer."  The  General  Society 
suggested  that  10c  per  member  per  month,  Life  Memberships,  and  Thank 
Offering  be  given  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  W.  M.  S.  of  U.  L.  C.  A. 

Upon  the  request  from  the  W.  M.  S.  of  N.  C,  the  W.  M.  S.  of  the 
U.  L.  C.  A.  adopted  the  first  week  in  Lent  as  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self- Denial 
for  Missions,  and  gave  each  Synodical  the  privilege  to  designate  the  object 
to  which  their  funds  should  be  applied. 

All  Department  Secretaries  were  elected. 

Sister  Clara  Smyre  entered  the  Diaconate,  was  consecrated  this  year 
and  served  until  retirement  in  1944.

Because  of  the  loyalty  of  the  N.  C.  Synodical  in  pledging  its  funds  to  the 
General  Society  after  the  1918  merger,  the  General  Society  agreed  to  give 
$1500.00  a  year  for  5  years  to  the  building  of  churches  in  North  Carolina.

"Thread  Sunday"  was  a  new  feature  with  the  Children's  Societies;   the  2nd 
Sunday  in  May  1100  spools  of  thread  and  $2140.00  were  contributed. 
Marie  Martens  was  commissioned  as  missionary  to  Africa.

Sister  Sophie  Moeller  was  consecrated  this  year,  and  was  serving  in  the 
Health  Center,  Whitetop,  Va.  when  this  was  written  in  1960. 

1922  The  merger  resulted  in  increase  in  organizations,  membership,  and  contribu- 
tions. Combination  of  department  secretaries  was  recommended.  Organiza- 
tion of  W.  M.  S.  Conferences  within  each  conference  of  Synod  was  authorized: 
Eastern,  Southern  and  Western.  During  the  Synodical  year  1921-1922,  as 
Field  Secretary  and  President,  Mrs.  John  M.  Cook,  visited  104  churches, 
traveled  3200  miles,  organized  19  women's  societies,  18  Light  Brigades,  re- 
organized 3  women's  societies,  and  wrote  900  letters  in  the  interest  of  the  work. 

1923  Miss  Constance  Cline  was  appointed  the  first  Editor  of  Woman's  Page  in  the 
N.  C.  Lutheran.  Miss  Cora  Pearl  Jeffcoat  was  commissioned  as  Parish  Worker 
in  the  Watauga  Mission. 

Sister  Jessie  Peterson  was  consecrated  April  24. 

1924  The  event  of  the  year  was  the  entertainment  of  the  4th  Biennial  Convention 
of  the  W.  M.  S.  of  the  U.  L.  C.  A.  by  the  W.  M.  S.  of  St.  John's,  Salisbury. 

Sister  Pearle  Lyerly  was  consecrated  April  29,  1924,  and  was  serving  as 
Deaconess  at  Reformation  Lutheran  Church,  Washington,  D.  C.  when  this 
history  was  written  in  1960. 
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1925  China  became  our  new  field  of  mission  work  when  it  was  purchased  by  the 
U.  L.  C.  A.  from  the  Berlin  Missionary  Society  of  Germany.  A  "Special  Home 
Mission  Offering"  in  June  or  July  was  recommended. 

1926  This  was  Mrs.  E.  C.  Cronk's  last  visit  to  a  N.  C.  Convention.  A  memorial 
tablet  was  placed  in  St.  Mark's,  Blowing  Rock  for  Miss  Constance  Cline.  Mrs. 
H.  C.  Bell  conducted  the  first  All  Day  Mission  Study  Class  in  N.  C.  with 
9  Lutheran,  2  Methodist,  1  Baptist  and  1  Presbyterian  churches  represented. 

Sister  Ethel  Rhyne  entered  the  Diaconate,  was  consecrated  June  22,  and 
served  three  years. 

1927  "July  Home  Mission  Offering"  is  growing  in  favor  and  importance. 

1929  Clara  Sullivan  was  commissioned  as  missionary  to  China  at  St.  Marks,  Char- 
lotte, September  8.  The  W.  M.  S.  of  N.  C.  assumed  her  support.  The  Week 
of  Prayer  was  made  a  Department,  and  Mrs.  J.  L.  Morgan  elected  the  first 
secretary.  District  Mission  Study  Institutes  and  Light  Brigade  Rallies  were 
recommended  and  the  plan  adopted. 

1930  The  History  of  Forty-five  years  was  presented  in  a  pageant,  "Voices  of  the 
Past,  Present  and  Future"  written  by  Mrs.  S.  A.  Wolff.  Patron  and  Protege 
was  made  a  Department.  A  Memorial  Service  was  held  for  Miss  Ella  Belle 
Shirey,  who  was  an  officer  in  the  W.  M.  S.  of  N.  C.  for  21  years  during  the 
period  from  1888-1910. 

1931  One  Hundredth  Anniversary  gift  of  $100.00  was  given  to  Southern  Seminary. 
A  gift  of  $100.00  was  given  to  Mt.  Pleasant  Collegiate  Institute,  also.  Pews 
and  tablet  were  placed  in  St.  Mark's,  Asheville,  as  a  memorial  to  Miss  Ella 
Belle  Shirey. 

1932  Presentation  of  reports  of  officers  and  secretaries  were  given  in  a  pageant, 
"Follow  Me",  written  by  Miss  Pearl  Setzer. 

1933  Memorial  Service  was  held  for  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  C.  O.  Lippard,  who  were 
killed  in  an  automobile  accident  in  Chicago.  The  work  of  the  Society  is 
encouraging,  in  spite  of  great  decrease  in  offerings,  due  to  the  economic  de- 
pression. 

1934  Five  Life  Memberships  were  presented  to  the  five  young  men  graduating  from 
Southern  Seminary.    This  was  the  beginning  of  such  presentations  every  year. 

1935  Golden  Jubilee,  St.  Mark's,  Charlotte.  "Lighting  the  Cross  for  Fifty  Years," 
a  pageant  written  by  Mrs.  Pearl  Setzer  Deal,  was  presented.  Miss  Gladys  Mor- 
gan was  commissioned  in  St.  John's,  Salisbury,  March  31,  1935,  as  a  medical 
missionary  to  India.  She  was  our  first  medical  missionary  from  North  Caro- 
lina. Dr.  J.  L.  Morgan,  her  father,  assisted  in  the  commissioning,  and  Mrs. 
J.  L.  Morgan,  her  mother,  representing  the  General  Society,  presented  Gladys 
for  the  commissioning.

1936-1960 


1936  The  Women's  Missionary  Society  of  N.  C.  divided  into  four  conferences  — 
Eastern.  Northern,  Southern  and  Western,  according  to  boundaries  set  by 
Synod.  Miss  Virginia  Aderholdt  was  commissioned  August  30,  as  a  mission- 
ary to  Japan,  in  Organ  Church,  where  her  father,  the  Rev.  0.  W.  Aderholdt, 
was  pastor. 

Sister  Lucille  Lyerly   was  consecrated   as   deaconess  June  25.   and  is 
serving  Christ  Lutheran   Church,  Roanoke,  Va.    (1960) 

1937  The  printing  of  the  first  convention  bulletin  of  officers'  and  department  sec- 
retaries' reports  was  done  this  year.  N.  C.  Missions  was  made  a  Department, 
and  Mrs.  E.  C.  Cooper  was  elected  the  first  secretary. 

1938  The  "Light  Brigade"  became  the  "Children  of  the  Church",  and  was  placed 
under  the  care  and  direction  of  the  Parish  and  Church  School  Board,  of  the 
U.  L.  C.  A. 

Sister  Nora  McCombs  was  consecrated  in  1938  and  served  for  13  years. 

1939  Miss  Catherine  Stirewalt  was  commissioned  as  a  missionary  to  China,  Sep- 
tember 10,  in  St.  John's,  Salisbury,  where  her  father  was  formerly  pastor. 

Sister  Pearl  Eckard  was  consecrated  as  deaconess  and  served  11  years. 

1941  Miss  Miriam  Shirey  of  Mt.  Pleasant  was  graduated  from  the  Deaconess  Mother- 
house  on  May  23,  and  was  called  immediately  to  Trinity  Church  in  Akron, 
Ohio.  She  was  consecrated  in  1945,  and  is  now  (1960)  serving  Haven  Luth- 
eran Church,  Salisbury.  Mrs.  John  F.  Crigler  prepared  the  programs,  "Thy 
Kingdom  Come"  for  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial. 

1942  Miss  Inez  Seagle  was  commissioned  as  a  missionary  to  the  Salem  Hebrew 
Lutheran  Mission  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  on  March  29,  in  Emmanuel  Lutheran 
Church,  Lincolnton.  This  year  the  constitution  was  amended,  allowing  one 
delegate  to  the  convention  for  each  40  members  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
each  society  having  at  least  one  delegate. 

1943  Miss  Elizabeth  Cress  of  Greensboro  was  graduated  from  the  Baltimore  Deac- 
oness Motherhood  and  was  consecrated  in  1946.  Departments  of  the  Society 
were  grouped  according  to  the  W.  M.  S.  of  the  U.  L.  C.  A.  —  Education, 
Promotion,  Special  Gifts  and  the  Industrial  Divisions. 

1944  Upon  the  advice  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  because  of  an  epidemic  of  in- 
fantile paralysis  in  our  state,  a  one-day  convention  was  held.  A  committee 
composed  of  Mrs.  J.  L.  Morgan,  Chairman,  Mrs.  G.  W.  McClanahan  and  Mrs. 
E.  A.  Shenk  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  booklet  in  commemoration  of  the  60th 
Anniversary  of  the  Synodical. 

1945  Plans  for  the  1945  Convention  had  to  be  cancelled  because  the  Office  of  De- 
fense Transportation  refused  to  give  a  permit  to  hold  it.  A  questionnaire  with 
recommendations  was  sent  to  all  societies  from  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
the  voting  on  all  matters  of  business  was  done  by  mail.  A  Bulletin  with  of- 
ficers' and  secretaries'  reports,  and  results  of  the  questionnaire  was  printed. 
Miss  Ruth  Sigmon  was  commissioned  June  24,  in  St.  Mark's,  Davenport,  Iowa, 
and  sailed  for  India  that  summer. 
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1946  This  year  marks  the  beginning  of  Unified  Societies.  The  60th  Anniversary 
Compendium  on  Home  Missions  was  published  and  distributed  at  the  1946 
Convention.  A  special  anniversary  service  was  held  tracing  the  history  of  the 
Synodical.  Mrs.  Clarence  Whisnant  presented  a  check  for  SI 500.00  to  pay  for 
a  station  wagon  for  Miss  Clara  Sullivan.  An  offering  previously  planned  for 
this  purpose  was  given  to  be  used  in  the  China  Mission  as  the  missionaries 
saw  fit. 

Sister  Elizabeth  Cress  was  consecrated  June  20,  and  served  7  years. 

1947  Mrs.  L.  L.  Minges  assumed  the  support  of  Miss  Virginia  Aderholdt  in  Japan. 
Mrs.  J.  S.  Efird  contributed  $1000.00  which,  at  her  request,  was  divided  among 
4  missionaries.  The  Lenten  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Denial  programs,  "The 
Unsearchable  Riches  of  Christ,"  were  written  by  Miss  Catherine  A.  Stirewalt. 
The  Executive  Committee  endorsed  the  Unified  Program  of  the  Women  of  the 
Church. 

1948  Miss  Kathleen  Ragan  was  commissioned  in  her  home  church,  Mt.  Pleasant, 
Boone,  June  20,  and  sailed  for  China  August  27. 

1949  The  W.  M.  S.  of  N.  C.  provided  an  annual  scholarship  of  $200.00  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College,  known  as  "The  Maude  and  Annie  Powlas  Scholarship,"  for 
Lutheran  students  who  desire  to  become  missionaries,  deaconesses,  parish 
workers,  or  other  specific  form  of  church  work  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

1950  The  Synodicals  of  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Georgia-Alabama 
voted  to  give  $20,000.00  for  the  erection  of  Mission  Hall  at  Lutheridge.  Our 
share  was  $12,000.00.  Sister  Catherine  Stirewalt  was  consecrated  and  began 
teaching  in  the  Deaconess  Motherhouse  in  Baltimore,  Md. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  this  year  was  the  establishing  of  the  Patterson 
Memorial  Fund.  In  the  words  of  Dr.  Karl  B.  Patterson,  "My  brothers  and 
sisters  and  I  have  established  the  Patterson  Memorial  Fund  in  memory  of 
our  parents,  I.  Frank  and  Maria  Lou  Patterson,  a  trust  in  perpetuity,  the 
income  of  which  will  fall  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Women's  Missionary  So- 
ciety of  North  Carolina,  to  be  used  'in  a  manner  which  is  in  accord  with  the 
practice  and  objects  of  said  Society  in  the  use  of  its  general  funds'." 

Tn  1922  a  young  Japanese  girl,  Eiko  Yonemura,  came  to  the  home 
of  Dr.  Patterson  in  Durham,  lived  with  them  as  a  member  of  the  family,  and 
attended  and  graduated  from  Duke  University  in  1927.  After  a  year's  study  at 
the  Biblical  Seminary  in  New  York,  she  returned  to  Japan,  where  she  married 
the  Rev.  Chitose  Kishi. 

In  July  1949  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Patterson  brought  Chieko  Kishi  to  America 
to  be  educated  at  their  expense,  as  her  mother  was.  Chieko  graduated  from 
Lenoir  Rhyne  College. 

Dr.  Patterson's  only  request  in  regard  to  the  Memorial  Fund  was  that 
the  younger  daughter,  Mitsue  Kishi,  receive  the  American  education  she  de- 
sires. All  money  received  from  this  Fund  will  be  held  by  the  Society  until  this 
request  is  fulfilled. 

A  comment  from  Dr.  Patterson  deserves  preservation  in  this  history: 
"Our  best — most  satisfying  'investments' — have  been  in  the  lives  of  Mrs. 
Kishi  and  Chieko.  It  is  my  earnest  hope  that  others  will  follow  our  example. 
If  such  a  project  could  be  multiplied  a  thousand-fold  within  the  Lutheran 
Church — I  am  sure  such  is  possible — there  is  no  estimating  the  benefit  to  our 
Church  and  to  our  Nation  and  to  the  cause  of  peace  in  the  world." 
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Another  outstanding  highlight  of  1950  was  the  amendment  to  the 
Synodical's  Constitution  that  changed  the  1(W  dues  and  synodical  fee  to  a 
freewill  offering — "Congregational  societies  shall  contribute  freewill  offer- 
ings, formerly  dues  and  Synodical  Fees;  80%  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  the 
General  Fund  of  the  W.  M.  S.  of  the  U.  L.  C.  A.;  20%  to  be  used  for  admin- 
istrative expenses  of  the  Synodical  and  for  any  projects  approved  by  the 
Society." 

Miss  Elizabeth  Huddle  was  commissioned  October  9,  1950  as  mission- 
ary to  Japan  and  sailed  soon  after. 

1951  Mrs.  Aubrey  Mauney  wrote  an  excellent  history  of  the  Synodical  from  1885- 
1952,  which  is  found  in  the  "History  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  North  Caro- 
lina" published  in  1953.  This  year  the  Synodical  paid  the  whole  or  part  sup- 
port of  five  missionaries,  amounting  to  $7800.00. 

1952  The  Lenten  Week  of  Prayer  and  Self-Deniai  Programs,  "Spiritual  Power  for 
the  Atomic  Age,"  were  written  by  Miss  Inez  Seagle.  Miss  Betty  Marie  Barrin- 
ger  was  the  first  to  use  the  "Maude  and  Annie  Powlas  Scholarship"  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College. 

1953  Contributions  to  the  Mission  Hall  at  Lutheridge  reach  $15,082.08  but  it  was 
voted  to  continue  contributions  until  funds  were  sufficient  to  complete  the 
building. 

1954  N.  C.  Missions  month  was  changed  from  July  to  September.  Mrs.  B.  D.  Cas- 
tor and  Mrs.  E.  R.  Trexler  conducted  Mission  Study  Workshops  in  each  of  the 
conferences.  This  plan  was  so  successful  that  workshops  have  been  held  an- 
nually through  1960. 

1955  Another  $5000.00  was  pledged  to  Mission  Hall  at  Lutheridge. 

1956  The  name  of  the  Women's  Missionary  Society  of  North  Carolina  was  changed 
to  "United  Lutheran  Church  Women  of  the  United  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod  of  North  Carolina."  The  General  Society  adopted  a  new  plan  of  work 
through  four  committees  —  Membership,  Education,  Christian  Service,  and 
Offerings.  Our  organization  adopted  the  plan,  adding  a  5th  committee,  N.  C. 
Missions. 

1957  Conference  lines  in  our  organization  were  changed  according  to  the  new  di- 
visions of  the  conferences  of  Synod,  making  5  instead  of  4.  The  old  Eastern 
was  divided  into  the  Eastern  and  Northern,  the  old  Northern  was  named  Cen- 
tral, the  Southern   and  Western  remained  unchanged. 

"The  United  Lutheran  Church  Women  of  North  Carolina  were  privil- 
eged to  meet  in  the  new  P.  E.  Monroe  Auditorium  for  their  1957  Convention. 
The  added  facilities  and  wholehearted  co-operation  of  the  College  made  pos- 
sible the  most  effective  presentation  of  the  work  of  the  organization",  quoted 
from  the  1957  convention  proram. 

1958  Sister  Doris  Abernethy  was  consecrated  this  year,  and  is  now  (1960)  serving 
St.  Luke's  Lutheran  Church  in  Charlotte.  Mrs.  Hilda  Scofield  volunteered  as 
associate  in  Deaconess  Service.  Mrs.  B.  D.  Castor  was  chosen  as  teacher  of 
both  Mission  Study  themes  for  Leadership  Training  in  Lutheridge,  and  gave 
valuable  helps  for  the  Fall  Educational  Workshops.  The  N.  C.  delegation 
was  proud  when  Miss  Inez  Seagle  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  led  the  devotions 
at  the  Triennial  Convention  of  the  ULCW  in  Toronto,  Canada.  Upon  vote  of 
the  Convention  of  our  Synodical,  a  "$1.00  a  Member  Drive"  was  started  to 
buy  an  organ  for  the  P.  E.  Monroe  Auditorium.

1959  By  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  the  Chairman  of  our  Convention  pro- 
gram committee  was  made  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

1960  The  Diamond  Jubilee!  A  time  when  we  look  back  for  75  years,  see  what  a 
few  women  started  so  long  ago,  see  what  has  been  accomplished  until  our 
time!  As  we  read  this  history,  and  look  at  columns  of  figures,  remember  that 
every  one  represents  work  done.  Every  dollar  means  more  done  toward  bring- 
ing the  Gospel  to  all  people.  May  this  all  lead  to  more  love,  more  consecration, 
more  devotion  to  serve  Him  now.

Membership  Dues  from  1899-1919  were  used  in  North  Caro- 
line as  voted  by  the  convention.  Beginning  with  1920,  the  membership  dues,  later 
called  General  Fund  or  Monthly  Offering,  was  sent  to  the  General  Society. 


2.  THANK  OFFERING  from  1891-1919  was  used  in  North  Carolina  as  voted  by 
the  convention,  usually  half  for  Home  and  half  for  Foreign  Missions.  Beginning 
with  1920,  all  Thank  Offering  was  sent  to  the  General  Society. 


3.  SUPPORT  OF  MISSIONARIES  includes  contributions  toward  the  support  of  Dr. 
A.  J.  Stirewalt,  Japan,  by  the  children;  Martha  Akard  and  Mary  Lou  Bowers,  Japan, 
by  the  young  people  and  women;  Dr.  C.  L.  Brown,  Japan;  Dr.  Clara  Sullivan,  China 
and  Malaya;  Virginia  Aderholdt,  Japan;  Kathleen  Ragan,  China;  Marjorie  Miller, 
Japan;  Jessie  Cronk,  India;  Elfrieda  Hartig,  Canada;  Ruth  Jensen,  Liberia;  Martha 
Reed,  Malaya;  Elizabeth  Shealy,  New  York;  Esther  Barhardt,  Japan;  Sister  Eliza- 
beth Warstler,  India;  Elaine  Bradfield,  Liberia;  Theodora  Neudorffer,  India;  and 
Alice  Dietz,  under  appointment  to  Liberia.

5.  OTHER  OVERSEAS  MISSIONS  include  offerings  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
of  the  United  Synod  in  the  South,  1886-1918,  special  offerings  for  Japan  Bible  Women 
and  native  workers,  and  India,  Africa,  China,  the  Holland  Memorial  Scholarship, 
Cronk  Memorial  Kindergarten  in  Japan,  the  Kugler-Woerner  Memorial,  etc. 


6.  N.  C.  MISSIONS  column  includes  gifts  to  49  mission  churches  in  North  Carolina. 
A  small  part  of  this  total — less  than  $6000 — was  given  toward  pastor's  salaries  be- 
fore 1918.  Special  gifts  amounting  to  about  $2000  were  made  to  these  churches  toward 
church  furnishings.  The  largest  part  was  used  for  the  building  of  churches  . 


7.  OTHER  HOME  MISSIONS  include  offerings  to  the  Home  Mission  Board  of 
the  United  Synod  in  the  South,  1888-1907;  and  churches  in  Richmond,  Virginia, 
1886;  Augusta,  Georgia,  1888-1890;  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  1890-1892;  Jacksonville, 
Florida,  1902;  Atlanta,  Georgia,  1904-1905;  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  1915-1918;

ADDITIONAL  FACTS 


1.  When  this  History  went  to  press,  there  were  two  Charter  Members  of  the  original 
fourteen  societies  still  living:  Mrs.  Lou  Linn  of  Landis,  N.  C,  now  94  years  old,  and 
Mrs.  Minnie  Deal  of  China  Grove,  now  91  years  old.  Both  of  these  ladies  have  since 
joined  the  Reformed  Church. 

2.  Since  the  merger  in  1918,  the  North  Carolina  Synodical  has  sent  78%  of  its 
Total  Offerings  to  the  General  Society,  $1,187,123.18. 

3.  The  first  Week  of  Prayer  offering  was  $47.99  in  1891.  From  1891-1910  this 
offering  amounted  to  $2161.39,  and  was  given  to  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  From 
1919-1950  the  N.  C.  Synodical  sent  $42,885.17  to  the  General  Society.  After  1950, 
the  Week  of  Prayer  offerings  became  Thank  Offering. 

4.  Mission  Study  classes  were  stressed  by  Mrs.  J.  A.  Linn  in  1903,  three  classes 
were  held  in  1907,  the  peak  was  reached  in  1954  with  412  classes,  and  down  in  1959 
with  298  classes,  and  up  again  in  1960  with  301  classes. 

5.  Patron  and  Protege,  Nationals  and  Scholarships  given  by  the  women  from  1928- 
1960  amounted  to  $67,804.32. 

6.  Subscriptions  to  Lutheran  Woman's  Work  began  immediately  after  the  merger 
with  390  in  1919,  the  highest  number  in  1958  with  6072,  and  4773  in  1960. 

7.  N.  C.  Women  have  given  $24,273.61  on  the  building  of  Mission  Hall  at  Luth- 
eridge  from  1950-1960. 

8.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  increase  in  offerings  taken  at  conventions.  The  first 
recorded  was  $8.01  in  1888.  In  1958  it  was  $2,002.00.

9.  The  Patterson  Memorial  Fund  income  to  our  Synodical  Treasury  has  grown  to 
$7,861.80  since  it  was  established  in  1950. 

10.  Since  the  action  of  the  1958  Convention,  an  organ  has  been  purchased  for  the 
P.  E.  Monroe  Auditorium.  The  women  of  our  organization  contributed  $7,567.41 
toward  it,  and  Mrs.  T.  L.  Harrison  of  St.  Mark's,  Charlotte,  gave  $3,000.  We  are 
happy  that  our  convention  will  have  the  joy  of  using  it  for  the  first  time  this  year. 
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
